Soldier who served in Afghanistan 
told he will not get council house 


A SOLDIER who risked his life in 
Afghanistan could be left homeless 
when he is discharged on medical 
grounds in the summer. 

Scott Bargery, 29, who is suffering 
from Post Traumatic Stress Disorder, 
was told he did not qualify for a coun¬ 
cil house when he leaves the Armed 
Forces in June. 

Scott, who was born and raised in 
Harlow, and his partner Sophie Popple, 
23, are expecting their first child in the 
autumn. 

“There’s not much [the Army] can do 
for me and the medics have said I 
couldn’t stay in military accommoda¬ 
tion anyway because of my PTSD,” he 
told the Star this week. 

“There are a lot of Armed Forces 
charities and they all told me to go to 
my local authority who could help me 
get housed because my partner, who is 
three months pregnant, and I are 
essentially homeless. 

“But Harlow Council told us we 
would be waiting a long time for a 
home and that I cannot be housed. 

“I was devastated, we both were. I 
have lost my career and now cannot be 
housed. It’s devestating.” 

The council announced last 
September it was changing the way the 
authority allocates housing. It meant 
that greater priority would be given to 
members of the Armed Forces as well 
as adopters, foster carers, existing ten¬ 
ants and those with a link to the town 
through employment or a family 
member. 

Scott said: “I did not ask to be home¬ 
less or lose my job. We wanted to save 
for a home of our own and I wanted to 
continue with my career. 

“I was shocked. Harlow is my home 
town. I’m living here at the moment 
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with my partner in her grandmother’s 
home, sleeping on the sofa. Sophie has 
been my rock through everything 
especially in the past year.” 

He added: “I’m absoultely destroyed. 
What really gets me is that Harlow 
Council celebrated Armed Forces Day 
and it is concerning that there isn’t a 
service to help ex-servicemen and 
women that can find themselves in a 
difficult situation like this. 

“I don’t really know what more I can 
do. We have asked my battalion for 
help but their hands are tied and char¬ 
ities just can’t do anything. Their 
advice is to go to Harlow Council who 
have told us we’ll be waiting a very 
long time to get a house.” 

Councillor Rod Truan, cabinet 
portfolio holder for housing, said: 
“The couple initially approached 
the council prior to the revised 
changes to the allocation policy 
which came into effect on Septem¬ 
ber 30, 2013. 

“One of the reasons the policy 
was changed was to give higher 
priority to serving or former mem¬ 
bers of the Armed Forces with a 
connection to Harlow. The council 
was not aware the couple’s circum¬ 
stances had changed so a housing 
officer is now looking at the case.” 

He added: “It is well known that 
there is a social housing shortage in 
Harlow and the number of council 
homes which become available for 
allocation is limited. We want to 
help the couple but we need to 
assess their housing need and veri¬ 
fy their circumstances first which 
is what we are doing.”

Police make 
two arrests 
after attack 
on cab driver 

A CAB driver has spoken 
of his shock after being 
assaulted and robbed by 
two passengers. 

The victim was driving 
the pair towards the 
Newhall area of Harlow 
in the early hours of 
Sunday when one of 
them threw a can at his 
head. He was then 
attacked and robbed of a 
quantity cash. 

He was taken to 
hospital where he was 
treated for facial injuries 
and an injury to his knee. 

The driver, who did not 
want to be named, said: 

“It was an unprovoked 
attack. I picked up the 
passengers as normal 
and they had a few points 
they wanted to go to first 
before the drop-off point 
at Newhall. 

“All of a sudden one of 
them threw a can at my 
face while I was driving. 
As soon as I turned 
around I got punched in 
the face. 

“They pulled me out of 
the car and attacked me, 

I have bruises all over my 
back and knees and I’m 
in a lot of pain.” 

He added: “It was 
unprovoked. I just 
covered my head. I was 
in shock. I just kept 
thinking ‘what is 
happening to me?’ I 
wasn’t expecting it at 
all.” 

Police confirmed that a 

25- year-old man and a 

26- year-old man - both 
from Harlow - were 
arrested on suspicion of 
robbery. They were 
released on bail until 
Sunday, March 9 while 
further enquiries take 
place. 

Anyone with any

Sex offender jailed 
for abducting child 


A CONVICTED rapist who abducted 
a 10-year-old boy in Harlow has 
been jailed. 

Alan Morton, 61, who lived in a tent 
near Harlow Police Station, took the 
boy to get some fishing equipment. 

He also showed another 12-year- 
old an image on his mobile phone of 
oral sex. 

Morton pleaded guilty at Chelms¬ 
ford Crown Court to charges of 
abducting a child under 16 and caus¬ 
ing a child under 16 to watch a per¬ 
son engaged in sexual activity. Both 
offences took place August 16 last 
year. 

The court was told that in 1992 
Moreton was jailed for 10 years for a 
‘stranger rape’ and had a record for 
other low level offences. 

Richard Kelly, prosecuting, said 
Morton approached three boys 
while they were fishing at Nettleswell 
Pond. He falsely claimed he knew 
the 10-year-old’s grandfather and 
told the boys about his fishing equip¬ 
ment. 

He went off to get some of the 
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equipment and when he returned he 
told them about further items he was 
keeping at the Oasis Hotel in Old 
Harlow where he had been allowed 
to store his possessions in a shed 
after having temporarily lived there. 

The 10-year-old wanted to get it 
“there and then”, the court heard, 
and he and Morton set off on bicy¬ 
cles. 

However, after reports circulated 
that the boy was missing they were 
seen by a local man who confronted 
Morton before he was arrested. 

Richard Kelly, reprsenting Morton, 
said in mitigation the incident start¬ 
ed after 2pm and it was 5.30pm when 
the pair were found. 

“The boy was determined to get the 
equipment there and then and his 
bike got a puncture as Morton’s did 
en route to the shed,” said Mr Kelly. 

“Morton thought the boy had a 
working mobile phone to be con¬ 
tacted or to make contact but it had 


run out of charge and went to voice- 
mail when he was phoned.” 

Sentencing Morton to 18 months 
behind bars, judge john Dodd told 
him: “This is plainly a worrying 
case. It seems to me to take and keep 
a child away from his parents - 
plainly as young as this - is a serious 
matter. 

“You took a 10-year-old from his 
parents who understandably beca¬ 
me increasingly concerned where he 
was.” 

The judge said there was insuffi¬ 
cient evidence to prove a sexual 
motive. 

“You approached them and said 
you knew the grandfather - which 
was not true - and also offered to get 
some of your redundant fishing 
equipment. You showed the 12-year- 
old the image on the phone and he 
turned away in disgust.” 

An order was made under the 
Children and Young Persons Act to 
prevent publication of anything 
which could lead to the identifica¬ 
tion of the victims.

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Labour government to blame 
for staff shortages in the NHS 

SIR, Labour parliamentary candidate Suzy 
Stride has managed to turn a good news 
story into a bad news story in order to 
score political points [A&E staff shortages 
cost PAH£525,000’, January 30). 

The fact that Princess Alexandra Hospital 
has halved the cost of locum and 
temporary staff over the last year seems to 
have evaded her and she also overlooks to 
mention the £5m recently provided by 
Government to PAH for new A&E facilities 
and a new ward to alleviate winter 
pressure. 

Ms Stride also fails to acknowledge that 
any changes the Government has made 
take years to work through the system to 
the frontline, so the current position is as a 
result of the previous Labour government 
rather than the current one. 

Most NHS hospitals have had recruitment 
problems for decades. Many including 
PAH, have had to look abroad to recruit as 
they can’t find enough staff in this 
country. The Labour government did 
nothing about this during the 13 years it 
was in power and for Ms Stride to be 
criticising hospitals now because of it is 
laughable. 

Finally, what is wrong with the 111 
system? I have used it three times so far 
and found it very satisfactory.

Northern bypass route is the 
only solution for new junction 

SIR, I and my fellow Conservative 
councillors for Old Harlow must take issue 
with Cllr Simon Carter over his letter 
dismissing the northern bypass route for 
the proposed new junction of the Mil 
(Star, February 6). 

I am sure members of the Church Langley 
Residents' Association would soon change 
their mind if the proposal was to use 
Church Langley Way/Kiln Lane as the 
route. 

Under the current proposals the road 
would dissect Old Harlow and Churchgate 
Street. We recently attended Harlow Civic 
Society’s AGM where David Sprunt from 
Essex County Council explained the 
proposals and answered questions. 

Many of us spoke that evening and the 
chairman proposed a motion opposing the 
proposed route. This was passed by the 
entire attendance of nearly 200 residents 
from across Harlow, not just a few local 
residents' association members. 

You need to be wearing rose-tinted 
glasses if you believe this would solve 
traffic congestion. On the contrary, 
increasing traffic flow along Gilden Way 
from 13,000 vehicles per day to 30,000 does 
not speak to me of easing congestion; quite 
the opposite. 

Old Harlow will be gridlocked for most of 
the day with carbon fumes spilling into 
every house close by. Worse stil, there are 
two schools adjoining Gilden Way. What 
about the children shut in their classrooms 
smelling of diesel and petrol fumes. 

If we must have an additional junction - 
and I remain to be convinced - then it 
must be the northern bypass, even more 
so now that East Herts is finally accepting 
some development at Harlow North.

Tax rise is yet another burden 
for those already struggling 

SIR, At last week’s full council meeting 
Labour councillors added to the cost of 
living by increasing the council tax by 
nearly 1.5 per cent. 

Cllr Durcan laughed off this increase by 
suggesting it was a mere 6p extra per week 
for the average resident. Well, this average 
resident did not get a 1.5 per cent increase 
in his wages this year, nor for the last two 
years either thanks to the mess the last 
Labour government made of our country. 

More importantly, many of my 
constituents are struggling to make ends 
meet. Six pence may not seem much to a 
Labour councillor in receipt of a generous 
taxpayer-funded allowance but to a lot of 
ordinary working people it is yet another 
financial burden to be shouldered. 

Conservative councillors rightly argued 
for a council tax freeze whilst protecting 
not only the statutory services but also the 
much-cherished discretionary services 
such as Harlow Playhouse ana Pets’ 

Corner. 

Labour say they care about the 
disadvantaged and poor but when in 
power they do the very opposite. My ward 
of Staple Tye is one of the most socially 
deprived in the east of England. We have 
council housing in serious need of repair 
and upgrading, and yet by way of some 
questionable accounting the council has 
taken £20,000 from the Housing Revenue 
Account to subsidise the publication of 
Harlow Times, a periodical that is 


distributed to one and all, not least owner- 
occupiers. Such a shift of resources from 
the poorest to the richest just can’t be 
right. 

My Conservative colleagues have listened 
to the concerns of community activists 
like Les Coben by arguing for a reduction 
in councillor allowances and in reducing 
the number of councillors, yet once again 
the Labour group turned a deaf ear to our 
recommendations. 

The money saved could have been better 
spent supporting those most in need in 
our community. 

Since Labour are in office I am obliged to 
criticise them for a budget that could, with 
a few tweaks, so easily have enjoyed cross¬ 
party support, but I cannot help thinking 
that just as with last year’s budget they had 
nowt to do with it. 

If so, perhaps those really responsible for 
the budget should be in receipt of our 
allowances.

Labour presses 
ahead with 6p 
a week tax rise 


COUNCIL tax bills will be going up by an 
average of 6p a week from April after Harlow 
Council’s ruling Labour group pushed 
through a 1.49 per cent increase. 

An attempt by Conservative councillors to 
freeze the authority’s share of the tax bill but 
increase charges at the Wych Elm car park 
was defeated at Thursday’s budget-setting 
meeting. 

Labour councillor Tony Durcan described 
the budget as a “health check not a health 
warning” and said it would protect services 
for another year. 

“No services have been placed at risk 
because of the financial challenges that we 
have had and even though we have had to put 
up charges in different areas, the one clear 
message is that the car parking charges will 
not be changed,” he said. 

However, it was suggested that this could be 
reviewed in September. 

Cllr Durcan added: “As far as we’re con¬ 
cerned we are sending a very clear and very 
decisive message to our local community that 
we have listened to them, we have responded 
and no services will be changed. We will not 
be losing any jobs.” 

Conservative councillors criticised the deci¬ 
sion to continue funding Harlow Times, the 
authority’s quarterly magazine which they 
dismissed as “council propaganda”.

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A fundraising champion 


AFTER more than 30 years of 
fundraising for local and national 
charities you could be forgiven for 
thinking Graham Ellis might be ready 
to call it a day but think again. 

The 64-year-old chartered surveyor 
shows no signs of giving up his 
incredible record of challenges which 
have raised hundreds of thousands of 
pounds for worthy causes. 

Next month Graham will be presented 
with the British Empire Medal, awarded to 
him in the New Year Honours List in 
recognition of his charity fundraising 
adventures which have taken him as 

farafield as China, Africa and Egypt. 
Graham, of Puffers Green, 
Harlow, was 31 when he 
completed his first 

fundraising challenge - 
the first-ever London 
Marathon - back in 
1981. He ran to raise 
money for Princess 
Alexandra Hospital 
with the aim of 
buying a 

resuscitation unit 
for new-born 
babies in the neo¬ 
natal unit. 

In fact he 
shattered his 
target and 
succeeded in 
raising 
enough 
money to 
buy two 
units.

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“I got thrown into the London Marathon in 
1981,” said Graham. “I ran it in squash shoes 
which wasn’t great. 

“I wanted to raise enough for one unit but I 
managed to raise enough for two and once I 
started fundraising I wanted to carry on. 

“I had always admired fundraisers and that 
first London Marathon changed me. The 
hospital was so grateful for it and I wanted to 
do more and try to help other causes. 

“It became a bit of a challenge.” 

What followed was to become a series of 
annual fundraising adventures which have 
taken him across the UK and across several 
continents. 

Graham, a former pupil at Lawbert and 
Barnard’s Primary School, has cycled from 
Land’s End to John O’ Groats, climbed Mount 
Kilimanjaro, walked the Great Wall of China 
and along the banks of the River Nile, and 
trekked across the Sahara Desert. 

His efforts have helped to support St Clare 
Hospice, Cancer Reseach UK, the Alzheimer’s 
Society, Guide Dogs for the Blind, the Stroke 
Association and Harlow Boxing Club. 

Graham, who funds all his challenges to 
ensure that every penny he raises goes 
straight to the charity, said: “Climbing Mount 
Kilimanjaro in 1994 was one of the hardest 
ones. There were 30 of us and only nine of us 
made it to the top. 

“It was hard to breathe; it was like having a 
plastic bag over your head.” 

Graham is married to Sandra, 64, who he 
met when they were both pupils at Passmores 
School. The couple have three sons - Greg, 39, 
Tim, 36, and Paul, 31 - and five grandchildren. 

“I have been lucky,” he said. “ I have had my

own business since 1979 which means I’ve 
been able to take time off to do the 
fundraising.” 

Graham has also completed several 
challenges with Greg and grandson Georgie, 

12 - including the 192-mile Coast to Coast 
Walk from St Bees to Robin Hood’s Bay. The 
trio raised money for Harlow Boxing Club and 
South Essex Gymnastics Club in Basildon - of 
which keen boxer and gymnast Georgie was a 
member. 

“Georgie is fantastic,” said Graham. “He’s a 
great sportsman and all the fundraising he 
has done has always been to help his club if

they needed new equipment. 

“I try to help a local charity one year and a 
national the next, but it depends on my 
personal relationships or if there’s a charity 
that catches my eye as to who I fundraise for. 
Sometimes a charity will come to me and ask. 
I want to help so I try to do something.” 

He added: “I remember I raised £6,000 for St 
Clare Hospice and they asked me to do a 


presentation about all the fundraising I had 
done. The chief executive said it was fantastic. 
But I told him I was a little disappointed as I 
should have raised more. 

“He then showed me a checklist of what the 
money they receive pays for, and down the 
list was ‘£6,000: laundry and oxygen for a 
year’. So although they need millions to keep 
running each year and in that grand scheme 


£6,000 is not a lot, it all helps. 

“Every little bit of fundraising helps and I 
think it’s important that people who are 
raising money for charity know that.” 

For now Graham is preparing to receive his 
British Empire Medal, an honour that is well 
deserved for such an unassuming man. 

“I have been fundraising for so long that I 
thought I had missed out on something like 


this so I’m chuffed,” he said. “I’m half 
expecting for there to be some mistake! 

“It’s lovely and my family are very proud. 
The letter arrived while I was in the Sahara so 
I got home and saw the letter was there from 
the Cabinet Office. 

“It has been more than 30 years of 
fundraising and I am pleased to be 
recognised. It’s really nice.”

First victory for MP in 
energy bills campaign 

HARLOW MP Robert Halfon has claimed his 
first victory in his campaign to stop energy 
companies penalising customers who do not 
pay their bills by direct debit. 

Independent energy provider First Utility 
announced on Friday it will be cutting 
charges for all customers not paying by direct 
debit to just £2 a month, equating to £24 a 
year. 

A delighted Mr Halfon said: “It just shows 
that a bit of public pressure can go a long way 
and I am over the moon that First Utility has 
decided to do this. 

“I hope that other companies will follow suit 
and act in their customer’s best interests by 
slashing their charges for those who do not 
wish to pay for their energy bills by direct 
debit.” 

On Tuesday Mr Halfon introduced a 
10-Minute Rule Bill calling for the 
introduction of legislation to limit the amount 
of additional fees that can be charged. 

In his speech he called for an inquiry into 
the charges, greater transparency and for a 

cap to be imposed at £2 a month. 

He said: “Since starting this 
campaign I have been 
inundated with letters 
from pensioners who have 
i told me they are hit by 

| these extra charges.” 

He added he had “no 
problem” with a small 
administrative 
charge but 
believed sums of 
9 £390 a year were 

“not in any way 
reflective of the 
cost of sending 
out paper bills”. 


Drunken recluse jailed 

for mosque 
bomb hoax

A DRUNKEN recluse who threatened to bomb a 
mosque in a 999 call to police has been jailed for 12 
months. 

Chelmsford Crown Court was told former ware¬ 
houseman Nigel Flanaghan, 52, of Wharley Hook, 
Harlow, had drunk three litres of vodka before he 
made the call from Bush Fair at 4.30pm on January 8 
this year. 

Flanaghan told the control room operator he had 
bullets and was going to put a bomb in a mosque. 

Richard Stevens, prosecuting, told the court that the 
defendant referred to the killing of Private Lee Rigby in 
Woolwich and told the operator: “I 
want to see Muslims hanging in the 
street and kick the **** out of them”. 

Flanaghan, who claimed he used to 
be an Army chef, pleaded guilty to 
communicating false information 
with intent to cause a false belief that a 
bomb was present at a location in 
Harlow. 

He denied a second offence of reli¬ 
giously aggravated fear of violence and 
the judge formally entered a not guilty 
verdict. 

The prosecution said uniformed 
officers arrived at Bush Fair while 
Flanaghan was still on his mobile talk¬ 
ing to the control room. He was taken 
into custody and repeated his anti- 
Muslim comments. He said: “I hate all 
them Muslims. I am gonna bomb all 
their cars” and “I wanna kill a Muslim”. 

Flanaghan told officers he had taken 
16 painkillers the night before and on 
the day he made the telephone call he 
had drunk up to three litres of vodka. 

He said he could not remember mak¬ 
ing the calls or comments. 

Mr Stevens said: “He apologised for 
wasting police time and said he doesn’t 
have a problem with anyone from the

Muslim community and doesn’t know 
why he said what he did. He accepted 
he was drunk at the time.” 

Laura Austin, representing Flan¬ 
aghan, said in mitigation he had lived 
a solitary and reclusive life in Harlow 
for years and drank excessively. 

“January 8 was not particularly 
extraordinary until his arrest,” she 
said. “He went to a shop to buy a paper 
and purchased a litre of vodka because 
he drinks three to three-and-a-half 
litres a day. He recollects going to get 
his haircut but after that he has no 
recollection whatsoever until he woke, 
eventually sober, in the police sta¬ 
tion.” 

Miss Austin added police and the 
security services had carried out 
checks on Flanaghan which confirm¬ 
ed he had no links to any extremist 
group. 

The court was told the defendant, 
whose family live in the Bournemouth 
area, had worked in warehouses until

Essex in top

ESSEX is in the top 10 
of a league table of 
adults who are 
overweight or obese.

(67.5 per cent). 

The figures for the 
East of England is 65.1 
per cent compared to 
the national average 
at 64 per cent. 

Dr Gina Radford, 
Anglia and Essex 
Public Health England 
centre director, said: 
“There is no silver 
bullet to reducing 
obesity. It is an issue 
that requires action at 
national, local, family 
and individual level. 

“This new data will 
enable local councils 
to monitor progress 
towards the national 
ambition of achieving 
a downward trend in 
excess weight by 
2020 .” 


last year when he became unable to 
work following a road accident. 

In July 1993 Flanaghan was jailed for 
two months for making a bomb hoax 
targeted at an ex-employer as a result 
of which a pub had to be evacuated. 

Jailing Flanaghan for 12 months, 
judge Anthony Goldstaub told him his 
actions had been “deplorable”. 

He said: “You were drunk and you 
are a person of some eccentricity 
which was understood by police who 
didn’t clear the area or search for 
bombs. They realised that you were 
behaving like a nutter.” 

The judge added: “England is 
admired throughout the world rightly 
for the success of its diverse commu¬ 
nities, for the tolerance with which 
diverse cultures and religions are 
entertained and for the lawful and 
peaceful way in which disputes and 
expressions of opinion are dealt with. 

“It’s necessary that these desirable 
qualities of our society should be pre¬ 
served and that people who threaten 
them shall be sentenced in such a way 
as deters others from following in 
their footsteps.”

No let-up in our pursuit of burglars 


Y OU may recall in my last piece I 
mentioned that often an increase in 
house burglaries occurs into the new year. 

Once again this has proven to be the 
case and over the past few weeks the 
southern and central areas of the town 
have been hit by thieves. 

Our police teams had a frustrating couple 
of weeks with only the odd success but in 
the past week two local teenagers have 
been jailed for a burglary in Passmores and 
three more Harlow teenagers have also 
been charged with four burglaries across 
Kingsmoor and Stewards. 

Our CID teams follow up all house 
burglaries and I am sure will solve even 
more of these horrid crimes. 

The method used by these thieves 
followed a pattern and my advice is to 
ensure your garden shed and garage are 
locked and secured properly at all times. 
Please don’t leave garden tools outside as 
these are being used to break into rear 
windows.

H ARLOW Police’s new commander, Chief 
Superintendent Sean O’Callaghan, joined

last evening of January. 

This is a programmed initiative which we 
carry out a number of times throughout the 
year with our licensing and council safety 
team partners. During the visits one male 
was found with drugs on him and was 
arrested. 

We will continue our programme and our 
message is that our licensed premises are 
not places to take illegal drugs. 

N OT all of our work ends in success, of 
course, and crimes of damage to cars 
and shed break-ins have risen over the past 
couple of months. 

We are always busy - all the emergency 
services are pretty well flat-out all the time 


- but please always call in any suspicious 
behaviour. We will do our best to get there 
quickly and your piece of information could 
lead to us cracking the case later on. 

If our incident control room tell you that it 
will be a while before officers attend, rest 
assured that someone will be looking into 
any patterns of these incidents and you are 
not wasting our time. 

Of course, in a genuine emergency 
always call 999. 

W E often work on drugs-related issues 
reported by you and these can take 
some time to gather evidence on and get a 
result which we can release to the public. 

For example PC Tim Knights, the 
community officer for Hare Street and Little 
Parndon, arrested a male near Morley 
Grove in November last year. I can now 
reveal that a 34 year-old man from north 
London has been charged with three drugs 
offences. 

During this inquiry PC Knights seized 
more than 100 wraps of hard drugs with a 
street value of £5,000. 

In a recent raid our response colleagues 
seized more than 50 cannabis plants from 
a flat in the Bush Fair area. A local man has 
been charged with drugs offences. 

I heard the other day that the old cop 
show Police 5 may be making a 
comeback, so it would be wrong of me 
not to say the tagline - keep ’em peeled.

Survivors 
after floods 


WHILE the incessant rain may have left 
gardeners' water butts overflowing, it 
has also inevitably claimed its share of 
casualties. 

Waterlogged plants, nutrients 
leached from the soil and pest and 
disease problems can all result from 
consistently wet conditions, and those 
gardeners with poor drainage systems 
are likely to be the hardest hit. 

When soil is waterlogged, plants 
literally drown. Water fills all the air 
spaces between the soil particles and 
this prevents oxygen from reaching the 
roots. In turn, this causes the soil to 
stagnate and prevents root growth. 

If plants look a bit sickly after a week 
or two of solid rain the minerals may 
have been washed away. Restore the 
vigour of plants by giving them a dose 
of liquid seaweed fertiliser. 

"It's absolutely vital that one doesn't 
walk on the soil when it's this wet 
because you compact it and destroy its 
structure. Don't dig it or disturb it but 
leave it to its own devices until the tide 
goes out," says Guy Barter, head of 
RHS advisory service. 

Plants likely to be worst affected 
include those from dry climates such 
as lavender and rosemary, while lawns 
can also suffer as a result of excessively 
wet weather, he notes. Don't mow the 
lawn in wet weather or even walk on 
it, as the pressure can cause structural

damage, especially to those grown 
from seed in spring - most established 
lawns can cope with excessive rainfall. 

Barter advises gardeners to shelter 
pots of lavender and other container 
plants by a wall, or even put 
waterlogged pots on their side 
for a few days to allow them to 
drain a little. You may need to 
repot them in the spring, as the 
compost may be spent. 

But the wet weather isn't all 
doom and gloom for gardeners. 

"Paradoxically, lawns will be 
growing in these temperatures," 
points out Barter. 

"While in the vegetable garden 
vegetables will still be growing, so 
leeks will thrive and cabbages will 
still be swelling slowly through 
this weather. By April many things 
will have come good." 

Bulbs shouldn't be affected by 
the continuous rainfall either, he says. 

"They are really good at surviving this 
sort of thing. Snowdrops and daffodils 
in particular are excellent at adapting. 
Bulbs are generally very tolerant of wet 
soil. 

"We might even get a better show 
of bulbs because in conditions like this

they will be photosynthesising in the 
increased light as the year progresses." 

Herbaceous perennials renew a large 
part of their root system annually, 
so they can recover from soggy 
conditions. Perennials also have shallow 
root systems so they can flourish in 
situations with a high water table. 

Most, including those such as hardy 


geraniums and autumn-flowering 
asters, that do not normally live in wet 
environments can cope well with wet 
conditions. 

Plants with big, lush green leaves 
thrive in really wet weather. Rodgersias, 
rheum (ornamental rhubarb) and 
hostas are well-known moisture lovers. 
Conversely, avoid anything with small, 
leathery or grey leaves. 

Alpines, particularly the succulent 
ones or those with hairy leaves such 
as sedums and some sempervivums 
(houseleeks), are vulnerable to wet 
weather, so if you haven't yet covered 
them with cloches, do so before it's 
too late. 

Don't plant bare-root shrubs such as 
roses until the soil has dried out a little, 
Barter advises. 

"Gardeners will have rose bushes 


and trees and fruit bushes and turf 
ready to go out and they must keep 
that protected because it will be a rush 
trying to get everything planted when 
the soil finally dries up in February, 
March or even April. Gardeners need to 
keep their new plants in good condition 
ready for the happy day when they can 
put them out," he says. 

Of course, pests come into their own 
in wet weather and the number one 
culprit is the snail. 

Barter says: "You often find bulb 
flowers being damaged by slugs and 
snails. I find putting down an old 
cabbage leaf (held down by a stone) 
next to plants which are being attacked 
works well as a trap. Slug pellets 
don't normally work at this time of 
year because the slugs aren't moving 
enough to find them."

WHEN dance films are well choreographed, 
they can jive happily into our affections. 

John Travolta swivelled his hips to perfection 
in Saturday Night Fever, Jennifer Beals traded 
her welder's mask for ballet pumps in the 
sweat-drenched F/ashdance and Patrick 
Swayze and Jennifer Grey sent teenage hearts 
racing as they performed that iconic overhead 
lift in Dirty Dancing. 

Australian director Baz Luhrmann was 
king of the dance floor in 1992 with Strictly 
Ballroom and, more recently, Jamie Bell 
proved a miner's son likes to boogie in the 
Oscar-nominated Billy Elliot. 

Now Nick Frost kicks up his heels in Cuban 
Fury, a rags-to-sequins tale of a one-time 
dance champion who rediscovers his mojo in 


order to impress a woman. 

As a teenager, Bruce Garrett (Frost) won 
trophies with his sister Sam (Olivia Colman) 
under the tutelage of dance teacher Ron 
Parfitt (Ian McShane). But at the height of 
their succes, Bruce suffered horribly at the 
hands of bullies and quit dancing forever. 

Twenty-five years later he designs lathes and 
enjoys infrequent nights out with best mates 
Gary (Rory Kinnear) and Mickey (Tim Plester). 

The arrival of new boss Julia (Rashida 
Jones) kindles a spark of life in Bruce but 
he knows she's too good for him. However, 
when he learns that Julia loves to salsa, Bruce 
nervously heads back to the dance floor in the 
company of outrageously camp buddy Bejan 
(Kayvan Novak). 

However, chauvinistic work colleague Drew 
(Chris O'Dowd) also has his sights set on 
Julia. 

Cuban Fury means well and has its heart 


in the right place. Jon Brown's script owes a 
debt of gratitude to Luhrmann, replacing the 
smouldering glances of the Paso Doble with 
the seductive sway of salsa. 

Director James Griffiths introduces 
fantastical flourishes including a dance 
battle in a car park between Bruce and Drew 
complete with gravity-defying somersaults 
and friction-defying knee-skids on asphalt 
that take away from the countless hours of 
work invested by the cast perfecting the 
complicated routines. 

O'Dowd's nemesis is grotesque while Jones's 
love interest is too thinly sketched to deserve 
Bruce's fragile heart. 

Frost's character is instantly likeable, 
though, and we root for him to emerge 
victorious on the dance floor when the rest of 
the film threatens to fall apart.

I T’S a very busy time over at 
Jaguar, what with the F-Type 
Roadster now prowling the 
streets and the just-announced 
Coupe version ready to do the 
same. 

There’s the high performance 
XJR to come too, but it’s the more 
mainstream models that are 
relevant to most of us - which is 
why the XF is so important. 

Jaguar has given the XF a few 
key updates for 2014 and, 
reflecting the times we live in, the 
most important change is the 
introduction of a more frugal new 
diesel engine. 

The 2.2-litre four cylinder unit 
improves on the previous version 
with impressive figures of 129g/ 
km of CO 2 and 57.7mpg, the kind 
of numbers that appeal to your 
wallet rather than your heart. 

Part of the reason for the 
improvement is some clever techy 
stuff in the shape of a revised 
cooling system and a bigger EGR 



valve, but what makes greater 
sense to you and me is the stop- 
start system that cuts the engine 
out when not needed. 

If you’ve not experienced stop- 
start before it might feel a bit 
weird, but once you trust that the 
engine will start again the instant 
you release the brake pedal it 
becomes second nature. 

It all helps eke out a few more 
miles per gallon and it’s clever in 


other ways, too - pull up and put 
the transmission in Park and it 
goes into stop mode, but release 
your seat belt and it knows you’re 
home and switches off 
completely. 

You still get the XF’s bit of 
theatre when you start up, as the 
air vents glide electrically open 
and the previously-flush circular 
gearlever rises up from between 
the seats. 


The gearbox is also a new 
addition with eight forward 
ratios. That might seem like an 
awful lot, but out on the 
motorway the engine is barely 
above tickover at the legal limit, 
keeping noise levels down and 
fuel economy up. 

Despite appearing focused on 
economy, the XF still offers a 
driving experience that’s a cut 
above the norm. 


Whether the speed is high or 
low it remains poised, filtering 
out bumps so you’re aware of 
them, but no discomfort is 
caused. Yet the flip side of this is 
that when you start to press on, 
the XF is every inch the sports 
saloon, gripping strongly and 
staying level and controlled 
through corners. 

But the XF is a car you’d be 
happy to live with on a daily 
basis, too. The seats are 
supportive and comfortable, their 
heating will toast your behind if 
you leave them on full power and 
the top-drawer audio system can 
make the worst traffic jams seem 
irrelevant. 

Once upon a time Jaguars were 
all about the cut and thrust and 
weren’t so easy to justify on a 
financial basis. But the 2.2 Diesel 
XF is as economical and easy to 
live with as a fairly humble family 
hatchback, yet gives you so much 
more in terms of comfort, style 
and driving pleasure. 

It’s hard not to be very 
impressed.

NEW signing David Laird scored on 
his Hawks debut as Harlow Town 
closed the gap on leaders VCD 
Athletic to a single point with a 3-0 
home win against Wroxham on 
Saturday.

Ryman division one north manager 
of the month for January Chapman

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Disqualified Osagie 
set to bounce back 



ANDREW Osagie looks in red-hot 
form as he prepares to cross 
swords with reigning World 
Indoor Championships gold med¬ 
allist Mohamed Aman at the 
Sainsbury’s Indoor Grand Prix 
international meeting at 
Birmingham this weekend. 

The Harlow Athletic Club runner 
had secured the second fastest 
indoor time in the world this sea¬ 
son when he competed in 
Dusseldorf in Germany 12 days 
ago. 

Osagie’s main target this year is 
the World Indoor Championships 
in Sopot, Poland, next month, for 
which he has already qualified. 

The former Burnt Mill School 
student recorded an emphatic vic¬ 
tory in the 800m at the Sainsbury’s 
British Athletics Indoor 
Championships in Sheffield on 
Sunday. 

However, he was promptly dis¬ 
qualified for stepping out of his 
lane, but his improving form has 
indicated that he is ready to build 
on the outstanding results he 
attained in 2012. 

The 25-year-old Olympic and 
World 800m finalist had set a sea¬ 
son best of 1:46.48 in Dusseldorf to 
give him world number two rank¬ 
ing, after which he tweeted: “First

800m of the season tonight and 
ran a PB and am 2nd in the world., 
productive day I’d say! Still a long 
way go and a lot of work to do!” 

Osagie was looking to retain his 
British indoor title at the English 
Institute of Sport at Sheffield. 

Running in lane five, Osagie, 
who is coached by Craig Winrow, 
went straight to the front and dic¬ 
tated the pace early on, clocking 
28.01 at the 200m split. 

With rivals Mukhtar Mohammed 
(Sheffield), Guy Learmonth 
(Lasswade) and Paul Goodall 
(Norwich) in hot pursuit, Osagie 
stepped on the gas and led at the 
halfway point with a time of 57.32. 

Goodall made a move to the 
front, but Osagie responded and 
kicked for home with an impres¬ 
sive injection of speed to leave the 
rest of the field trailing in his 
wake. 

He crossed the finish line in 
1:50.85, but was disqualified 
shortly afterwards for running 
over the lane in the back straight 
on the final lap. 

Mohammed was given the win 
(1:51.61) with Learmonth second 
(1:51.87) and Goodall third. 

Mohammed felt sorry for his GB 
team-mate, later tweeting: “I’ve 
been disqualified before so under¬ 
stand what’s happened to Andrew. 

“I ran Andrew’s race and not my 
own. I was reacting to others, not 
making others react to me.”

The hosts refused to give up and 
after a goalmouth scramble Stan 
Muguo blazed into the net through 
a crowded six-yard box in injury¬ 
time, but Chapman’s men could not 
conjure an equaliser.
